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It i s un derstood that certain proposed changes in the B. 
M.A. Act are meeting opposition in the Senate. The clause 
o which Senator Meighfen and others are said to have ob- 
ected is that which would give provinces the power to levy 
ndirect taxation. The argument against this is the almost 
nevitable isolation of provinces that would be created, 
•vith each setting its own methods of taxation and tend¬ 
ing to live moiv within itself, in time the trend would be. 
.oward separate states. - , 

With the example of Eurhjja/Tefore us, Canada would be 
11 advised to take any stepAvhich would undermine the 
olidarity of the Dominion as a whole or serve to weaken 
he common aims and regulations of the provinces. 

At the time of Confederation, the vision of the united 
dominion was strong, despite obstacles of distance, lang¬ 
uage, and diverse interests. The procession of the years 
las el minated many of the misunderstandings and dilTi- 
ulties of 1807. Barriers of space and isolation are no more 
and every effort should be toward a unifying of interests 
and understanding. 

To this end. a greater uniformity in all laws is advisable 
with due regard to conditions and circumstances of partic¬ 
ular provinces. In all matters such as policing, health, edu¬ 
cation, social services, courts, traffic regulations and so on 
there seems no adequate reason for a multiplicity of ditrer- 
“iit standards and requirements. The provinces are sub¬ 
stantially the same in ideals, habits of living and back¬ 
ground. And similarity rather than superficial differences 
should be stressed. 

There is a tendency in such a widespread country to con¬ 
sider questions too largely from the provincial aspect. 
There are natural cleavages in interests and industries, but 
these are unwisely magnified at times, till the public loses 
sight of the general interest to be served. 

This is a great Dominion, brought together under Con¬ 
federation and maintaining strength and position through 
a united viewpoint. It holds a great future as a dominion, 
but any constitutional changes which do not put the wel¬ 
fare of the Dominion before the rights of provinces or 
which would tend to create barriers between provinces 
would be disastrous. . 
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There are times when people lament the condition of the 
roads of the district and-province, and other times when 
they are amazed at the amount of road building which has 
been accomplished in a short span of years. 

Our impatience at imperfections and slow development 
s prompted by comparison with older countries or provin¬ 
ces, and

ALLENBY’S WORDS 


It has been pointed out that in all municipal undertak¬ 
ings, one of the first considerations should be the taxpay¬ 
ers themselves. There are roads bordering on well popu¬ 
lated, permanent settlements. These people opened up the 
country. Their children are continuing to hold the same 
land. They form a permanent, land owning, taxpaying 
settlement which should have first consideration in all ser¬ 
vices. One-finds, however that in some instances sparsely 
populated, impermanent, non-revenue producing s^tle- 
merits have better road facilities. This should not he. In 
questions of road program those who have built the coun 
tiy and paid their taxes should have first preference. 


Shortly before his death the late Field Marshall Allenby 
expressed his belief in the League of Nations, as a means 
of controlling the world. 

“Nationalism," Lord Allenby went on, “is commonly 
held up to admiration as a high virtue, while internation¬ 
alism, which is in other words generous sympathy for our 
fellow men, is branded as a crime, a surrender, a betrayal 
of our own particular interests nnd rights. Until this view 
-this regrettable attitude—is altered we cannot hope for 
any enduring amelioration in international relations.” 

“Nations now maintain internal peace and good order by 
means of their own organized police forces which restrain 
personal and party brawling. But as yet there are no inter- 
national police, and nations continue to make war on each 
other freely.” 

“No nation at heart,” he said, “wants war, but in the 
course of history it has happened and is happening that 
ambitious leaders, inspired by a narrow nationalism, may 
exercise a compelling influence on impressionable and in¬ 
experienced yputh to urge them on the path of promised 
glory. This, especially in countries which have, suffered a 
recent territorial loss or whose overcrowded population, is 
looking for an outlet, exerts a magnetic lure on immature 
minds.” 

He declined to believe that the task of designing a world 
state in which neighbors can live without molestation is 
beyond the capacity of the human intellect. 

“Give it any name you please,” he said, “League of Na¬ 
tions, Federated Nations, United States of the World!”

The reduction of interest made compulsory in Alberta 
;s nut out t>f keeping with necessity, but is creating a hard- 
li p on cities and individuals. The burdens which fall do 
not fall unformly on all, and that serves to aggravate the 
protests. Premier Aberhurt has acted upon the conviction 
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f n great proportion of the public that interest rates must 


be lowered. But unless action be carried out uniformly 
throughout Canada and in all relations, it is going to cre¬ 
ate difficulties. It is possible that other provinces will fol¬ 
low Alberta’s example, and that a more general accept¬ 
ance of this’policy will develop. But in the meantime, Al¬ 
berta bond holders cannot be expected to accept the pro¬ 
vincial ruling with resignation.

But the busses are allowed to 
proceed at speeds up to 50 miles an 
hour—or about twice as fast as the 
pace set by law for the lowly truck. 

An accident to a bus would be far 
more serious than a similar crash to 
a truck, as fewer lives would be. at 
stake. Those who make the speed laws 
should consider these angles to the 
highway situation.—Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald.

Summerfallowing has commenced 
at Lethbridge Experimental station 
and as soil drifting must be given first 
consideration, a number of methods 
are being tried to leave maximum 
stubble as protective trash covering. 
All the fields were cut with a binder 
last fall, as there is but light stubble. 

Where the stubble is clean enough 
for the duckfoot cultivator to oper¬ 
ate, this implement leaves most of the 
trash on the surface—if the duckfeet 
are run deeply enough to go under 
the root crowns of the stubble. Differ¬ 
ent depths of cultivating have been 
tried and about four inches seem to 
be satisfactory. This loosens the soil 
deep enough for the rod weeder to be 
used for the next cultivation. 

This first cultivation with the duck- 
foot and one or two subsequent culti¬ 
vations with the rod weeder or duck- 
foot are usually sufficient here to

keep the fallow clean, but in wet sea¬ 
sons, or where perennials such as 
Canada thistles are present, more cul¬ 
tivations are required. 

Russian thistles grew up in some of 
the stubble last fall to such an extent 
that the duckfoot cultivator cannot 
be used on those fields. The one-way 
disc works satisfactorily, however, if 
used when the weeds and the top soil 
are dry and if run at a proper depth 
leaves a good trash covering on the 
'surface. 

If a satisfactory trash cannot be 
left to protect the soil the fields are 
kept clean of weeds with the cultiva¬ 
tor until the latter part of July and 
then ploughed as a final operation for 
the season. The ploughs are run two 
inches deeper than the cultivators to 
turn jip lumpy soil. , 

Ploughed and ploughless fallows 
have been compared at the Station for 
eight years and there has been no sig¬ 
nificant difference in yields. Plough¬ 
less fallpws permit the leaving of 
trash on the surface as a protection
